Baker said: 
“ Every man above the age of 40 
years who is en listed in noncom bat­ 
ant branches of the service will m ake 
available for duty w ith the line troops 
a man w ithin the prescribed age limit 
for all troops.

Until recently, the American woman has discussed such well k nown 
facts with disgust rather than excitement. 
But now the Prussian, by forc­ 
ing a new sex slavery up on his own women, is degrading the womanhood 
of the world, and is thrusting up on women everywhere a sp ecial sex 
struggle. 


A German p amp hlet, as condensed by an English author, says that the 
kaiser’s wise men are advising secondary or lateral marriages “as a religion, 
as a state po licy , as a military measure,’’ to rebuild Prussian armies— for 
a war after this war. 
j 


Under the scheme outlined a married man may legally contract sec­ 
o ndary or lateral marriages with sp insters and his legal wife is admonished 
to tolerate the same. 
The state will rear the children, in case the p arents 
do not care to do so. 


Evidently the Turk is a civilized and chivalrous gentleman comp ared 
to the mo dern Hun. 


The Turk at least assumes the sup p ort of his p lural wives. 
His harem 
is designed to p rotect his children as well as his women.

But German k ultur is not so tender, so sentimental. 
Having fulfilled 
her task , the H un’s secondary wife has no claim up on her lateral husband! 
excep t that she is entitled to wear a “secondary wedding ring!” 
Her chil­ 
dren are to be raised by the state, the boys 
fo r soldiers, the girls for do­ 
mestics in p eace and munitions-mak ers in wartime. 
No equal degradation was ever p lanned for womank ind. 


Certainly the American woman never considers any such condition iu 
relation to herself. 
Too often she is so sure of her own honor under the 
Stars and Strip es that she lives, day by day, as if no Hun were to be 
whip p ed, no Prussian moral code to be revised. 


And so living, she comp letely ignores the frightful chance of what would 
happen to women everywhere were Germany to rule the world. 
Ev ery wo man in America ought to 
make herself think of the war at 
least o nce a day , o ught to realize that the stak es of the 
war include more 
than natio nal bo undaries and indemnities. 


Tbe armies o f the a'lies are not fighting 
fo r democracy only. 
They 
are battling fo r human decency as it is rep resented by the status of woman. 
To a lhor German p olygamy— under any name— is merely a negative 
kind of virtue. 
Only the woman who mak es some daily sacrifice for the 
American soldiers is doing her fair share of fighting in behalf of her own 
sex .

•yH R O l GH the seizure of a still in a bak ery in New Mexico, where a quan­ 
tity of alcohol was discovered that had been distilled from bak e-oven 
fumes, considerable discussion has tak en p lace concerning 
the feasibility 
o f manufacturing alcohol as a by-p roduct of bread. 


1 his still was a crudely constructed affair, the vap or from the bread 
being conducted from the oven into a worm, which was cooled by p assing 
thro ugh a barrel of water, condensing the vap or. 
The bak er was not a r­ 
rested, as It was clearly shown that no evasion of the law was intended. 
Ho wev er, p ossession of a still is in violation of the law, and this one was 
seized by the Internal-Revenue Service. 
This bak er states that quantities 
o f alco ho l can be manufactured for war use at a very small cost by Army 
bake sho ps and bak ers in large cities. 
The p racticability of the p lan re­ 
mains to be wo rked out.

Quick Coffee Rolls—One pint past­ 
ry flour, one teaspoonful 
salt,

heaping teaspoonful bak ing powder; 
sift twice, add tablespoonful of batter 
or lard, work in well, add milk to 
mak e dough not too soft. 
Roll very 
thin, sprink le w'itk cinnamon and su­ 
gar, roll up tightly , cut in inch-thick 
slices, place in pan lik e biscuits. De­ 
licious with tea, coffee or cocoa. These 
will unroll nicely when done. 
Cheese 
Cak es—One 
and 
one-half 
cups cottage cheese, one-third cup su­ 
gar, two tablespoonfuls cream, grated 
rind and juice of one lemon, three 
Pegs, one-half cup currants and citron, 
one tablesjx x mful melted butter. Press 
cheese through colander or potato rie- 
er. 
Add sugar, cream, melted butter, 
juice and rind of lemon, eggs beaten 
light, the fruit cut into small pieces, 
k ino small pans with pie crust, fill 
svith this mix ture and bak e about fif­ 
teen minutes, or longer if necessary . 
When done sprink le with powdered 
sugar and serve while warm. 
Macaroni 
Omelet—Two teacupfuls 
of bread crumbs, a quarter of a pound 
of macaroni, one large Spanish onion, 
pepper and salt, piece of butter the 
size of an egg help mak e a delicious 
omelet. Put a lay er of crumbs, boiled 
macaroni and onion, then beat up two 
eggs mix ed in sweet milk , pour over 
the ingredients, and bak e in the oven. 


Health Notes. 
In view of the possibility of occa­ 
sional accidents in households, 
it is 
convenient for mothers to have a small 
emergency bask et containing articles 
lik ely to be useful at such times. The 
contents of such 
a bask et should con­ 
sist of some lint, cotton wool, old lin­ 
en, a few prepared bandages, vary ing 
in w idth from one-half to three inches, 
a roll of adhesive plaster, some safety 
pins, ordinary 
needles 
and 
thread, 
some oiled silk , a pair of scissors, a 
nurse’s dressing forceps, a bottle of 
carbolized olive oil of the strength of 
one part of carbolic acid to eighty of 
oil, a bottle of vaselin and 
a bottle of 
tincture of iodine. 


Recipes. 
Raisin Buns—Sift one quart of flour 
with four level teaspoonfuls of bak ing 
powder, 
one-half 
teaspoonful of salt 
and two tablespoons of sugar, rub in 
two tablespoons of shortening and mix 
with 
sweet 
milk to a dough to roll. 
Roll out thin, sprink le with sugar and 
chopped seeded raisins, roll up lik e a 
jelly roll cak e, and with a sharp k nifo 
slice across into inch pieces, lay these 
on a buttered tin and bak e in a quick 
oven until brown. 
Macaroni and Cheese — One-third 
pack age macaroni, one and one-half 
pints of milk and one-half pint of wat­ 
er, one-half cup grated cheese, butter 
size of walnut, four level tablespoons 
of flour, salt 
to 
taste. 
Mak e white 
sauce of nnlk , butter,, flour and salt. 
When partly 
cook ed 
stir in grated 
cheese and finish _ cook ing, 
stirring [ 


Cereals and other food should be 
k ept in glass jars or tin cans when­ 
ever possible. 
This will k eep rats, 
mico and vermin away . 


FOR T H E H O U S E W IF E . 
Soak new* stock ings in salt and wa­ 
ter before wearing them. 
This pre­ 
serves them. 
After bak ing bread do not allow it 
to lie flat, as it becomes soggy . 
To k eep white silk from turning y el­ 
low when it has been washed alway s 
let it dry in a dark place. 
To tak e rust from the bottom of an 
lrou shak e a little salt on a piece of 
paper and rub the iron on this. It will 
also remove all other iron grease and 
d ust 
If ink is spilled on the tablecloth 
immediately melt 
a 
candle, tak ing 
some of the taiiow, spread it over the 
ink patch and leave it to dry . 
After­ 
ward wash 
the 
tablecloth and all 
traces of ink will disappear. 
The dirtiest of clothes may be easily 
whitened by using a few drops of per­ 
ox ide in the water the clothes are boil­ 
ed in. It will be necessary to use the 
same amount of soap and soap powder 
that is generally used, but the perox ­ 
ide will whiten them without any hard 
scrubs. 


Needlework Notes. 
Bags have come to be important ac­ 
cessories of dress. Nowaday s a woman 
has as many bags as a man has pock ­ 
ets; but, of course, she is privileged to 
carry but one bag at a time. 
The 
creative ability has surely been over­ 
work ed by some persons, according to 
the variety of the bags seen on the 
mark et. 
There is scarcely a shape, a 
material, a design or a combination of 
colors that has not been brought into 
service. 
The novel thing of the moment is 
the lampshade bag. This, as its name 
implies, is made of a lampshade, the 
wick er variety .
